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1 . Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point but and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Re claim 7, lines 2-3, the phrase "the pair of second annular chambers" is without 
proper antecedent basis. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Wedekamp (U. S. Pat. No. 6,303,087). 

With respect to fig. 4a, it should be noted that even though Wedekamp discloses the 
seal member (2) as being "foam like", it is the examiner's position that this still would 
meet the limitation of the seal "restricting" the flow of cleaning fluid versus a free-flow 
there through. 

4. Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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5. Claims 2-6 and 8-1 1 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
